Mrs. Hoertel swore 
she saw a man resembling Dr. Cronin 
enter tho Carlson cottage on the oven- 
ing of May 4. Mra. Hoertel's story was 
that sho was passing the Carlson cottage 
between seven and eight o'clock on the 
evening of May 4, when»stie saw two 
men In a buggy drive up to the cottage. 
One of the men gift out and went up tho 
teps. He knocked, the door was opened, 
nd ho went In. The man was big

brdad-shouldered 
and

omethlng like a sachel.

The horse that drew the buggy was 


hlte. When the man entered the door 
f the cottage It was closed immediately 
nd witness heard sounds as though

6BS stopped and heard some one cry 
ut: "Oh, my God." There were a few 
more noises as if of some one strug- 


ling, and then all was still. 
Up to this point an effort had been 


made to understand the labored effort 
if the witness to express herself in 
Sngllsh.

This v*3 near the real- 
estate office where another witness, yet 
to come, will testify that O'Sullivanwas 
on watch while the assassins were at 
their bloody work. With the statement 
that the man in tho buggy did not have 
to wait on the steps, but that tho dooj 
was quickly opened for him the direct 
examination closed. 


Judge Wing inaugurated the cross-ex- 


amination. The witness admitted that 
she had been arrested two or three times 
for troubles with saloon-keepers, but it 
turned out that these people had made 
trouble f"r her because sho had tried to 
keep her husband away from their sa- 
loons. Sho had also been compeled to 
cause the arrest of one of tho saloon- 
keepers for selling liquor to her hus- 
band in tho face of her protest.

Judge McConnell stopped the cross- 


examination at this point in consequence 
of the flippant manner in which It was 
being conducted, and Mr«Milla, In his 
most Impressive way, remarked: "This 
Is too serious a matter for this kind of 
by-play, and I will take no part in it." 
The rebuke had Its effect, and after a 
few more questions the witness was dis- 
missed and a recess taken. 


Officer Thomas McKinnon, of Winni- 


peg, was the first witness called in the 
ftfternoon. He testified to the arrest of 
feurke in th»t city on June 18. Bnrke 
Vvhen arrested had a railroad ticket to 
Montreal, 
a steamship ticket 
from 


Montreal to Liverpool and 858.20 iu 
money. The name of W. J. Cooper was 
on the tickets, but after being warned 
that any thing he said would be used 
against him, the prisoner admitted that 
Ms name was Martin Burke. 
When 


asked how many names he had, the sus- 
pect replied that he was sometimes 


called Delaney. He said h6 came from 
Chicago via Hancock, Mich., «n<l in the 
latter city worked in a store owned by 
Jobs F. Byan. McKinnon's cross-exam- 
ination was postponed until to-morrow. 


Henry Planki, a clerk in • flortn 


Clark-street gents' furnishilg store, 
testified that on the morning of May 5, 
he sold shirts and collars to' two men, 
one of whom he identified as Burke. A 
photograph of Cooney, "The iox, 
shown the witness by the prosecution, 
he declared was an exact likeness of tho 
other man. 
Tie next witness was Thomas Car- 


roll, a railroad laborer and once a f ol- 
low-boarder of Kunze. He testified that 
one evening in May or June Kunze 
asked to see a newspaper which the wit- 
ness was reading. The witness asked 
what he wanted of it, and Kunze said 
he was afraid he was going to be ar- 
rested in connection with the Cronin 
case. On the cross-examination, wit- 
ness said he had never heard anybody 
else speak about the murder. The wit- 
ness is an ignorant man, but made a 
very good impression by his story and 
his manner of relating it. 


Chief Hubbard was recalled to tell of 


his conversation with Dan Coughlin, 
just after the body was found. Tho 
Chief said he told Coughlin that he was 
suspected of having stood sponsor to 
Liveryman Dinaa for the man who had 
driven Dr. Cronin away, and asked him 
where he was on May 4. Coughlin was 
unable to state. The witness had then 
asked him about the man whom he had 
told Dinan would call for tho horse. 
Coughlin said the man was James 
Smith, a stranger, whom John F. Ryan, 
the fiancOck (Mich.) store-kooper, had 
told to visit an aunt living at the stock- 
yards and wanted to ride there. When 
the Chief giked him why, when he met 
Smith afterwards, he had not arrested

htm *o clear himself, Coughlin replied 
becausa Captain Sohaack told him that 
M'rs. Conklin had failed to identify the 
white horse. 
Coughlin said ho had 


looked for Smith afterwards, but could 
not find him. He had not, however, 
looked for him either at the hotels or at 
tho house of Smith's aunt. 


Daniel Brown, an. ex -member of tho 


Clajx-na-Qael, and tho man who in 1885 
preferred the charge of treason against 
Dr. Cronin, was called. This witness' 
testimony was to bo the opening wedgo 
into a now feature of tho cause, by 
showing that Coughlin was a member of 
the committee which voted for the ex- 
pulsion of Dr. Cronin and connecting 
Coughlin's denunciation of Cronin then 
as a traitor, with a similar animus ex- 
hibited just prior to the murder. Tlio 
defense cnfered a vigorous objection, 
and the attorneys for both sides argued 
long. The judge said he would givo 
his decision in tho morning, and tho 
court adjourned. 


The evidence of to-day furnished the 


last missing link in the period between 
the decoying of the Irish patriot from 
his home and tho finding of his body in 
tho catch-basin. The defense has al- 
ways maintained that Dr. Cronin could

A DAY AT JOLIET. 


Jack Faunoe Safe in Prlson—WeBt- 


brook's Health Failing. 


Constable Midkiff and Special Bailiff 


Roaengrantz made a quick trip to Joliet, 
returning home last evening in time tor 
supper. They started (or Joliet yester- 
day morning soon after the midnight hour, 
having in custody, Jaok Faunce and two 
other convicts who were safely delivered 
to the warden at the penitentiary, and 
their responsibility was at an end. 


Going up the road Fannoe was the 


jollieet prisoner of the three, and was 
cracking jokes half the way up, when he 
became weary and curled up on a seat and 
went to sleep. The warden stated that 
Fannce would be put at hard labor. He 
promises to be a docile convict, but as he 
has been sentenced for life for shoot- 
ing Mat MoEinley, however circum- 
spect 
and

he 
will get no credit 
for 
good 


time. 
Fannoe is no stranger in the 


prison. When 18 years of age—and that 
was 12 years ago—he served a term at 
Joliet for burglary confessed at Tuscola. 


Sheriff Burke, of Champaign county, 


the day before the arrival of the Deoatur 
party delivered D. J.Williams to the Joliet 
warden. He went through the gate to re- 
main in prison five years for the crime of 
horse-stealing in Champaign 
county. 


Williams is the countryman from Bement 
who figured so prominently in the Faunce 
case at the session of the coroner's jury. 
He is the fellow who first talked about 
the woman with the red drees whose tes- 
timony at the trial had snoh weight with 
the jury. Williams was expected to tes- 
tify at the trial and he was brought to 
Decatnr from Urbana in irons, but he did 
not go on the stand, Williams was some- 
thing of a rusher and a lusher,and frankly 
admitted during the time he was in De- 
oatur a few days subsequent to the mur- 
der that he was on Franklin street the 
evening of July 3 for no honorable pur- 
pose and that he saw Faunoe fire the 
the fatal shot, although it was dark and 
he stood over half a block distant. 


While at the prison Constable Midkiff 


had a chat with William E. Westbrook, 
who was sent up for 12 years for killing 
William Gross, of Blue Mound. West- 
brook is greatly changed in physical ap- 
pearance. When he donned the stripes 
a year ago, he was the picture of good 
health and weighed 196 pounds. Now he 
weighs but 130 pounds and is a shadow 
of his former self. 
His complexion is 


sallow, and his spirit is broken. He was 
first put at work cracking stone, then he 
was connected with the cooperage depart- 
ment,but lately he has been given a lighter 
occupation, that of a messenger in the 
warden's office. It is now his duty to go 
from one department ot the prison to an- 
other and carry messages. The physicians 
tell him that he will never again be in 
physical condition to perform manual 
labor, and that he will not survive many 
years. At times he experiences a strange 
sensation in his breast—a rattling noise 
:hat causes him considerable alarm. He 
lias been tapped three timea for diopsy. 


Before leaving the prison Mr. Midkiff 


was presented with several views of the 
penitentiary.

FrankjRande, the desperado, BB he w.is 
found dead, dangling at the end of a 
rope in the solitary where he committed 
suicide.
